Nazis killed 165.000 Soviet prison­ 
ers of war and "shot, burned alive 
or tortured to death" more than 
300,000 civilians during their occu­ 
pation of Lithuania, according to 
an official Russian report released 
here today. 
The report, prepared by an "ex­ 
traordinary 
s t a t e 
committee" 
which painstakingly investigated 
the conduct of Germans in now lib­ 
erated Lithuania, was published in 
the Soviet embassy’s information 
bulletin. 
It listed, in bold-face type, the 
names of scores of German occupa­ 
tion officials w'ho ' will be called to 
strict account."
